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Cattle that are conſtantly kept therein never 
look lean, though the Graſs is never ſo ſhort. 
One of theſe before mentioned Rivulets 
runs round the Marſh, in which the Free- 
holders have (and none others, though ſome 
have lately pretended). a Right to fiſh either 
with Net or Angle. 

Theſe rich and fertile Marſhes and Mea- 
dows laid in the Time of good King Alfred, 
in the Year 876, under Water; and which 
great Water was then Navigable, for to ſe- 


cure the Danes from returning to the Sea, 
who out of the River Thames, ſailed up this 


River betwixt Hertfordſhire and Eſſex. 
This King Alfred, with Pioneers, divided 

the grand Streams of Ley into ſeveral Rivu- 

lets; ſo that their Ships lay Waterbound, 


| : levies their Mariners, to ſhift for them- 


ſelves over Land; which proved a mortal 


Defeat to the Daniſb Inſolence. This King 
AAllſo made Black-Wall, by which the” Tides 
have been kept from flowing up as they uſed 


j do do. There are in the Vale between Hert- 


ford and Bow, ſeveral Meads, which former- 


ly went by the Name of Kings Meads, hav- 
ing (by this Good King) been drained, and 


„made capable to bear Graſs, who gave them 
(lat leaſt ſome of them) for Common to the 
yy Pariſhes, and by Virtue 3 
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WaLlTHAM ABBEY. 5 


theſe our Marſhes and Meadows became to 
belong for Common to this Town. 

On the other Side lies a ſpacious large 
Foreſt, called in all Charters Waltham Foreſt, 
and not Epping, as it is now vulgarly ; and it 
was well wooded and ſtocked with red and 
fallow Deer, but in the Time of the Civil 
Wars, I fay, in thoſe licentious Years, they 
were all, if not, the greateſt Part, killed and 
deſtroyed ; but at this preſent Time it has 
(and may be ſeen) in it Herds of red and 
fallow Deer, and is well ſtored wich Plenty 
of other Game, and a Number of Coney- 
Warrens. OG 

The Air is condemned by many for its 
being over moiſt and aguiſh, as having too 
much Water about it, and cauſed by the Si- 
tuation thereof, To confute which, there are 
as many aged Perſons in the Town and Par- 
iſh (for the Number of the People) above 
ſeventy, as any Place. And there are multi- 
tudes of Inſtances in the Pariſh Regiſter- 
Book of Perſons dying very old; ſo that it 
is manifeſt we are ſufficiently healthful, if 
the Pariſhioners were but ſufficiently thank- ⸗ 
ful for the ſame. And I may confidently af- 
firm, what is wanting (if any thing) in good 
Air, is ſufficiently ſupplied with Variety of 
Woods and Groves, pleaſant Hills and. fing

But now, as to che firſt Foundation af the 
Fowu, I find it to be laid by one Tevy, a 
Man of great Wealth and Authority, as be- 
ing the King's Staller or Standard- bearer, as 
having ſet up the Standard an Standard- Hill 
in Suſſex, ſomietime before William the Cam- 
gurrar joined Battle with Herold, from whence 


Towy for the great Delight he took in Sport- 
ing with the Game, the Place affording 
Plenty of all Sorts.

5 on his Succeflors the Kings of England 
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Ning . Evil. This good King Edward, I fay, 
beſtowed WAL TRHAM with the Lands there- 
abouts on Harold his Brother-in-Law, who 
was then only an Earl, and Son to Earl 
Goodrwin ; who immediately built and endow- 
ed therein a Monaſtery, whereof nothing at 
this Time is extant, fave the Weſt- end, or 
Body of the Chureh; which is built after a 
Gothic Manner, in which the Columns are 
either too Maffey in form of vaſt Pillars, or 
as ſlender as Poles, having Capitals without any 
certain Dimenſions. This Building being ra- 
ther large than near, firm than fair, very 


dark (the Deſign of thoſe Days to raiſe De- 


votion) ſave that it was helped again with 


artificial Lights; and it is obferved by all- 4 ” 


Artiſts, and the moſt Curious, to ſtand the 
exacteſt Eaſt and Weſt of any other in Great 
Britain. The large Pillars thereof are ewiſt- 
ed with Indentings; which Cavities, if for- 
merly filled up with Braſs or other Metals 
(as is confidently reported) muſt have added 
much to the Beauty of the Structure. But 
now not only this Ornament of Bras is entirely 
loſt; but the Lead alſo with which the Roof 
thereof was formerly covered, and is now 
bur meanly tiled in: In ſhort, the beſt Come 
mendations of the Church, are, that we Have 
Divine Service duly performed twiee every 
E a Dey the Sacrament e 
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proper Seaſons, and Prayers every Wednef- 
Do and Friday, and other Feſtivals and Faſts 
as appointed. And I heartily wiſh it was as 
112 and well fill'd with a Congregation at 

Times, in Proportion to the Bigneſs of the 
— and the Largeneſs of the Town and 
Pariſh. The Church (as it now is) from 
Weſt to Eaſt, in the Inſide thereof to the 
Chancel, contains in Length twenty five 
Yards and an Half, and from the Chancel 
to the Wall next the Communion-Table e- 
leven Yards and an half, in all thicty ſeven 
Vards; and from North to South, being the 
Breadth, eighteen Yards and an half. This 
Church is now beautifully cieled, which is 
a. great Advantage to the Congregation. in 
hearing the Voice of the Preacher, the ſame 
being formerly loſt for want thereof. The 
Church, Chancel and Church- yard are very 
ald, but there is an Eſtate left to repair the 
Firſt; of which more hereafter. And for the 
Chancel and Church-yard, the fame. belong 
to the Lord of the Manour to repair and mains 
tain. The Rails in the Chancel, that incompaſk 
the Cammunion-Tiable, being formerly finely 
gilt, were brought from Copt- Hall, and uſed. 
to ſurrqund a Bed of State, in which fome 
of gur Kings of England were wont to res 
poſe themſelves. There is alſo a curious Als 
| merten it is the whole Breadth of the

Church, and parts the Body of the Church 


WT from che Chancel, in which is preſented 
= es and Aaron in their proper Habili- 


ments, Sc. and over it is the King's- Arms, 
placed up in King Charles the Second's Time, 
in the Year 1662, which coſt twenty four 
Pounds; the Charge of the other was de- 
frayed out of the 100/. Legacy given by 
the Biſhop of Cheſter, of which hereafter. 
There are fix good Bells now in the Steeple, 
which perform Chimes every four Hours, 
VIZ. at 4, 8, and 12; which Chimes were 
given by the Right Honourable James Earl 
of Carliſie, and coſt 42 J. 10 5. 6d. And from 
Michaelmas to Lady-day the great Bell rings at 
four to call the Apprentices up to their Work ; 
and again every Evening at eight, for them to 
leave Work; but how the Maſters and Servants 
agree about this, they beſt can give an Ac- 
count. The treble Bell, was in the Year 1656, 
purchaſed by the Batchelors and Maids, by a 
voluntary Contribution amongſt themſelves, 
and coſt thirteen Pounds twelve Shillings and 
Eight-pence. There is now, and who are 
very much improved, a ſelect Company of 
young Men and Women, who at their own 
proper Charge have learned to ſing and per- 
form Pſalms, Anthems and Hymns at Di- 
vine Service, devoutly and in good Tune: 
Which not only is an Advantage to the Con- 


gregation, 


i» 
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gregation, but is a great Means in helping De- 
votion. They have a large handſome new Pew 
buik for themſelves, moſtly at their own 
proper Charge. 

On the. South-fide of the Church is join- 
ed a Chapel, formerly our Lady's; now a 
School-houſe, and without doubt hath had 
good Maſters; for I find amepg others in 
the Pariſn Regiſter-Book, that Mr, Thomas 
Wright was Maſter thereof, who dy'd June 
2, 1654. This is a large commodious Build- 
ing, and few, it any, more fit for a School, 
tho! at preſent it is made no other Uſe of than 
to ſtore up and depoſite Wood and Fagots 
far firing for the Uſe of the Poor. It is cer- 
tain, that if an able ſkilful and diligent School- 
Maſter was here placed, he could not want 
Encouragement; which would be a Means to 
teach and inſtruct the Ignorant, and to bring 
up and ingraft in the young and tender Plants 
ſuch Principles and Rudiments that might 
tend ta the Glory and Honour of God, the 
Good of the Church, the Service of their 
Kiog and Country, and the Salvation of their 
own Souls. And under this School- houſe is 
an arched Charnel-houſe, a Place where the 
Sculls and Banes of the Dead are laid up; 
perhaps the faireſt in Being, Part of which 
Charnel was preſented lately, by the Pa- 
rifhioners, to Richard Mergan, Eſq; of 2h 
875 * 
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yes in this Pariſh, for a burial Place for his 
Family, by Order of Veſtry, dated 11 April 
1728. which runs thus, viz. * Ar a Veſtry du- 
iy ſummoned and held this 11th Day of 
Abril 1728. upon the Application of Richard 
Margan, of Werleyes in this Pariſh, Ei; it is 
nn Ordered and Agreed that the ſaid Richar 4 
Morgan (hall have and enjoy all that Moic- 
ty, or half Part of the Charnel-houſe Weſt- 
ward, under the School-houſe next the Porch; 
for a Burial Place for him and his Family, 
to hold to the ſaid Richard Morgan, his Heirs 
and Aſſigns for ever.“ 

in this Charnel, a devout Chriſtian on cheſs 
dry Bones, could raiſe pious Meditations on 
Mortality; for here it is hard, yea impoſſible, 


to diſcern the Sculls of the Rich from the 


Poor, the Wiſe from the Simple, the Lord 
from the Servant, the Noble from the Mean; 
therefore holy Job well ſaid, There the Wick- 
ed ceaſe from troubling ; and there the Weary 
be at ret; there the Priſoners reſt together, 
they hear not the Voice of the Oppreſſar ; the 
Small and the Great are there; and the Ser- 
vant is free from his Maſter. 

King Harold dedicated this Monaſtery to 
the Honour of an Holy Croſs, found far 
Weſtward, and brought hither, (as is re- 
ported, by a Miracle:) From whence the 
Town 0 tha Addition of WALTHAM 
| | Hol v 
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Holy CRoss. But the Church we find in 
after Ages dedicated to St. Lawrence. The iſ 
Foundation which King Harold laid, was 
for a Dean and eleven ſecular black Canons, 

Let no one challenge the Word Dean of 
an inſignificant Expreflion, for a Dean, in 
Latin Decanus, is derived from Aixa Decem, 
Ten; over which Company or Number he is 
properly to preſide; for Tract of Time will 
make Words deviate from their original 
Senſe, and Cuſtom will extend em to a if 
larger Signification; as Dean afterwards de- 
noted a Superior over others, whether fewer 
than ten, as the fix Prebendaries of Rocheſter; iſ 
or more, as the three and thirty of Salisbu- 
ry. This Dean and Canons were plentiful- 
ly provided for; for each Canon had one 
Manour, and the Dean had fix for his Support 
and Maintenance. For I find in the Char- 
ter of Confirmation, made by Edward the 
Confeſſor, beſides North-Lands in WALTH AM 
now called, as I take it, North-Field (where- 
with the Monaſtery was firſt endowed) theſe 
ſeventeen following Lordſhips with their 
Appurtenances,

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| Afterwards Harold uſurp'd the Crown, 
and Villam Duke of Normandy was his 
2 Competitor, who ſupplying in Number what 
De wanted in Strength of his Titles, claim- 
ed the Crown by Alliance, Adoption and 
Vonation from Edward the Confeſſor : Tho 
| he was as unable to give and bequeath, as 
Villiam being a Baſtard, in the Strictneſs of 
the Saxon Laws, was uncapable to receive it. 
But his Sword was ſtronger than his Titles, 
Harold enjoying it but nine Months; for 
| ing Wilkam the Conqueror, on the 8th of 
WSeptember 1066. landed with a great Army 
War Pevenſy in Suſſex, and on Saturday the 14th 
of October following, was that memorable 
Wand bloody Battle, where, tho' it was miſera- 
ly loſt, yet was it moſt gallantly fought on 
he Enxgliſb Side, who having ſmarted ſo much 
nder Foreigners, made their laſt Efforts to 
preſerve themſelves from Captivity. King 
arold himſelf was ſhot with an Arrow thro' 
he left Eye into his Brains, at the very Junc- 
ure as he lift up his Helmet to take a clearer 
View of the Armies, and died thereby after 
nany other Wounds before received: And 
0,974 brave Engliſhmen were ſlain. His 
Reign was the ſhorteſt, yet he did more in 
Wt, than ever any did before him; and with 
im ended the Line of the Saxon Kings.

Denny (towards the latter End of the Reign 


of Queen Elizabeth of bleſſed Memory) who 


lived in the ABBgy of WALTHAM CRoss. in 
the County of Eſſex, which at that Time lay 
in ruinous Heaps; and then Sir Edward be- 
gan ſlowly now and then to make even and re- 
edify ſome of that Chaos, In doing whereof, 
Tomkins his Gardiner came to diſcover, (among 
other Things) @ fair Marble Stone, the Cover of 
a Tomb hew'd out in hard Stone : This Cover, 
with ſome Help, he removed from off the Tomb, 
which having done, 'there appeared, to the View 
of the Gardiner, and Maſter Baker, Miniſter 
of the Town, {who died long fince) and to my 
elf and Maſter Henry Knagg (Sir Edward's 
Bathff) the Anatomy of a Man lying in the 
Tomb aboveſaid, only the Bones remaining, Bone 
fo his Bone, not one Bone diflocated : In Ob- 
ſervation whereof, we wonder'd to ſee the Bones 
till remaining in fuch due Order, and no Duft 
or other Filth befides them to be ſeen in the 
Tomb : We could not conceive that it had been 
an Anatomy of Bones only, laid at firſt in the 
i! | Tomb 3 
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Tomb ; yet if it had been the whole Carcaſs of 
a * Man, what became of bis Fleſh and En- 
trail? For (as I have ſaid above) the Tomb 


was clean from all Filth and Daf,, befides 


Bones. 

This when we had all obſerved, I told them, 
that if they did but touch any Part thereof, that 
all would fall aſunder, for I had only heard | 
ſomewhat formerly of the like Accident. Trial 
was made, and ſo it came to paſi. For my own 
Part, I am perſuaded, that as the Fleſh of 
this Anatomy, to us became inviſible, ſo hkew:/e 
would the Bones have been in ſome longer con- 
tinuance of Time. O] what is Man then which 
vaniſheth thus away, like unto Smoak or Vapour, 
and is no more ſeen? Whoſoever thou art that 
ſhall read this Paſſage, thou mayſt find cauſe of 
Humility ſu ſufficient. 

Ic is without Diſpute that he was buried 
in the Garden under a leaden Fountain, 
where now there is a Bowling-green, which 
formerly belonged ro the Earl of . Cark/le, 
and which was by all Probability the End 
of the Choir, or rather ſome Eaſtern Chapel 
or conſecrated Ground.

Girth and Leoffen, his two Brethren, loſt their 
Lives under Harold's Banner (which was 
brondet (ſaith Robert of Gloucefter). with fygur 
of a Pan, fyghting- biſet al about with gold and 
precioffe ffons, which Banner after the Bataile 
Dur William ſent to the Pope in tokne of the 
tory) whoſe Bodies were in like manner 
brought to this Church and here entomb'd. 

This King Harold is much commended 
for his courteous Affability, gentle Deport- 
ment, Juſtice, and warlike Proweſſe, in no- 
thing blame worthy, fave in the Opinion 
of his own Valour. He addicted himſelf 
wholly to his own Reſolutions, neglecting 
the wiſe Deliberations of his beſt Friends 
and Counſellors; and that his Courage cou d 
never ſtoop to be lower than a King; for 
which he is taxed to be an impious Man, 
falſely aſpiring to the Crown by Uſurpation. 

And ſo lately as in the Year 1645, in the 
21ſt of King Charles I. in the Time of che 
Civil Wars, there was then the Picture of 
King Harald to be ſeen in the North Window 
of th Church, when ſome barbarous People 
(no Favourites in thoſe Days to Manarchy) 
demoliſhed and beat it down. under the No- 
tion of Superſtition, However there is ay

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Place called Harold's Park in this Pariſh, 
by him ſo nominated. And I have been 
informed that the ſame was or is endow- 
Jed with ſome Grant or Privilege, in reſpect 
to the Deer of the Foreſt there: But of 
chis Park, when granted, ſee the Charter 
made by King Richard, dated Offober 20. 
hereafrer tranſcribed. 

I ſhall now proceed to the Hiſtorical 
Part of the Refundation of WALTHAM AB- 
BEY, by King Henry the Second. 

There is none but believes that at the 
Death of King Harold, WALTHAM ABBEY 
was in a ſad Condition, and the Canons there- 
in diſhearten'd ; yet they had one Help which 
was this, that Edward the Confeſſor was the 
Confirmer of their Foundation, whoſe Me- 
mory was freſh and fair inevery one's Mind. 
(All bearing great Reſpe& and Veneration to 
his ſuppos'd Sanctity, he being famous for 
many perſonal Miracles, and particularly in 
curing the King's Evil.) | | 

I ſhall here (tho I a little egreſs) beg my #1 
Reader's Patience for a Moment. Poſterity e 
conceived ſo great an Opinion of King Ed- 
ward's Piety, that his Cloaths were depoſited 
amongſt the Regalia and ſolemnly worn by 
our Engliſh Kings on their Coronation, ne- 
ver counting themſelves ſo fine, as when in- 
EOS with his Robes; the Sanctity of Ed- 
. ward 
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ward, the firſt Wearer excuſing, yea adorning i 
the Antiquity of his Apparel. Amongſt theſe, Wi 
is the Rod or Scepter with a Dove on the 


Top thereof, the Emblem of Peace: Be- 
cauſe in his Reign England enjoyed Halcyon- 


days, free from Daniſh Invaſions. As alſo his 


Crown, Chair, Staff, Tunick, Cloſe Pall, 


Tuiſm, Hoſen, Sandals, Spurs, Gloves, &c. | 


If you expect any Comment or Reaſon for 
wearing theſe Regalia, it is beſt to be had 
of thoſe who belong to his Majeſty's War- 
drobe. But in general it was to remind our 
Kings, when thus cloathed, that they were 
cloathed with the Habit of his virtuous En- 
dowments: As when putting on the Gloves 
of this Confeſſor, their Hand ought to be 
like his, in moderating Taxes from their Sub- 
jects. Indeed Impoſitions once raiſed are ſel- 
dom remitted, pretended Neceſſities being 
always found out for their Continuance; 
but this King Edward releaſed to his Sub- 
jects the grievous Burden of Dane-Gelf, which 
was paid to his Predeceſſors. For King E- 
theldred being much diſtreſſed by the continual 
Invaſions of the Danes, to procure his Peace, 
was compelled to charge his People with 
heavy Payments, called Dane-Gelt, which 
was one Shilling or two Shillings for every 
Hide of Land. At firſt he paid 10,000/.

W Bur, co return again to my firſt Intent. 
Ning William the Conqueror had the beſt of 
f his bad Titles by Bequeſt of the Crown 
from this Confeſſor; ſo that in ſome Senſe 
Wairram ABBEY might humbly crave 
Kindred of King William, both deriving 
cheir beſt from one and the fame Perſon. 
Not long after the Conqueſt, WALTHAM 
Az found good Benefactors, who gave 
WT conſiderable Additions to their Maintenance. 
For Maud, the firſt Queen of King Henry 
che Firſt, beſtowed on them the Mill at 
WALTHAM, which ſhe had by Exchange 
for Trinity Church in London ; which I take 
co be Part of the Trinity Priory, now called 
= Duke's-Place. This Mill is uſed for the 
grinding of Corn; it is now rebuilding, in 
Wa very commodious and beautiful Manner; 
and there are near an hundred Hands con- 
ſtantly at Work in cleaning the River that 
ſupplies it with Water; ſo it is by all Work- 
men reckoned to be (when finiſhed) the com- 
pleateſt 
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pleateſt and moſt commodious Work of it; 
Kind, and is now the Property of CBarh Wi 
Wake Jones, Eſq; and Peter Fhyer, Eſq; of W 

whom more hereafter. | 
This Queen Maud gave much to the re- 
pairing of Highways, and ſhe built Bridges i 
over the River Lee, at Stratford, Bow, and 
over the little Brook, called Chanel/ebridge;

She was uſed to go every Day in Lent- 
ine, to the Church bare Foot, and bare 
egg'd, wearing a Garment: of Hair; ſhe 
would waſh and kiſs the Feet of the pooreſt 
People, and give them bountiful Alms, 

Adelifia, ſecond Wife to King Henry the 
Firſt, being poſſeſs d of WALTHAM as Part 
f her Revenue, gave all the Tythes there- 
f, as well of -her Demeſnes, as all Tenants 
Wcherein, to e Canons of WALTHAM. How 
poorly was the Prieſt of the Place 
provided for? Yea, a Glutton Monaſtery 
in former Ages makes an hungry Miniſtry 
Jin our Days: An Abbey and a Parſonage 
Wunimpropriate in the ſame Place, ſeem to 
be inconſiſtent together: And had not War- 
THAM CHURCH met with a noble Founder 
(ir Edward Denny, who was created Baron 
of WALTHAM, and afterwards Earl of Nor- 
wich) the Miniſter thereof muſt have kept 
more faſting Days than ever were placed 


in the Roman Calendar.

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King Stephen, tho he came a wrong Way 
to the Crown, having but a faint. Preten. 
fion, (tho' he was Grandſon by the Mother; 
Side to William the Firſt, and Nephew tif 
William the Second and Henry the Firſt; 
for he was but ſecond Son of Stepben Earl i 
of Blois: This King Stephen did all Right 
to the Monaſtery of WALTHAM (as who 
generally ſought the good of the Clergy to 
ſtrengthen himſelf) and confirmed all their 
Lands, Profits, and Privileges unto them. 
King Henry the Second utterly diſſolved 
the Foundation of Dean and eleven Canons 
at WALTHAM; the Lewdneſs and Debau- 
chedneſs of their Lives, is rendered in his e 
Charter as the Occaſion thereof; Cum in 
« ea Canonici Clerique minus religioſe & WW 
« zqualiter vixiſſent, ita quod infamia Con- 
« verſationis illorum multos ſcandaliſaſſet. 
Whether theſe were really or only reputed 
vicious, God knows, ſeeing all thoſe muſt be 
guilty whom Ai and Power is pleaſed 
to pronounce ſo. 
Sure it is, King Henry outed this Dean and 
Canons, and placed an Abbot and regular 
Auguſtinians in their room, increaſing their 
Number to twenty four. And here I can- i 
not omit, but inform my Reader what theſe 
Auguſtinian Monks were; they were Augu/- iſ 


tinian Monks, and younger than the Ben i 
dictina i 
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js in England, tho' older in Europe; 
Wor St. Auguſtine of Hippo (on whom theſe 
Monks would willingly father themſelves} 
as Saint Bennet's Senior by fixty Years 
Wnd 'tis thought they did not come over 
Nato England Anno 636 or 640, as is afs 
med, when Birinus was Biſhop of Dor 
befter, or that in 1059 they were ſeated in 
London. I am therefore inclined to believe 
e Eudo the Dapifer (that. is the Steward 
f che King's Houſhold) to King Henry the 
Firſt, brought them firſt into England, Anho 
Wy 105. and that St. Jabn's at Colcheſter was 
She prime Place of their Reſidenee. Hows 
ever I find that WALTHAM ABBEY, (for 
WB-nediftines at firſt) had its Copy altered by 
Y ing Henry the Second, and beſtowed on 
ugu/iinians. Theſe Auguſtinians were alſo 
aalled Canons regular ; where, by the Way, I 
met with ſuch a nice Diſtinction, which 
Wdiſheattens me from exactneſs in reckoning 
up theſe Orders: For thus I find it in 
Chaucer in his Plowman's Tale.

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It ſeems the H here amounted to a Let. 
ter ſo effectual, as to diſcriminate Chanom 
from Canons (tho' both Canonici in Latin 
but what ſhould be the Difference betwin 
them, I ſhall not, nor can I ſo much a 
conjecture, 

They were wont to ſleep upon Mattreſ. 
ſes, and had Blankets of Wool; they faſt 
ed much, uſed great Silence, and lived in 
common having nothing proper to them 
ſelves : They uſed Exerciſes two Hours nM 
the Day, and at the End of the Year they 
made their Proceflion. They did not admi 
any one to the Habit until he was ſeven 
teen years old; and they gave themſelves u 
Study and Preaching. The Rule of thei 
Chanons (confirmed by many Popes) con- 
ſiſted chiefly upon three Points, to have no 
thing of their own, to be chaſte, and to keep 
their Cloiſters. | 

And as the King increaſed theſe Auguſl- 
nians to twenty four; (to uſe the King's own 
Words) it was fit that Chriſt his Spouſe 
ſhould have a new Dowry ; he not only 
confirmed to this Monaſtery the primitive 
Patrimony mentioned in the Confeſſor“ 
Charter cum pecits Terre, with many Pieces 
of Land and Tenements, which their Bene- 
factors fince beſtowed upon them; but alſo i 


conferred the rich Manor of Sewerdflone, now if

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"the Royalty of James Satherby, Eſq; and the 
u Ianor of Epping, the Royalty of the Right 
Honourable the Lord North and Grey, on 
chis Monaſtery of WALTHAM.

Jas yet owned an Arch-Deacon, or appeared 
at his Viſitation, 


The mentioning of the Conſent of Pope 
Alexander to the Suppreſſion of WALTHAM 
Dean and Canons, and ſubſtituting (as be- 
fore mentioned) Auguſtinians in their Room, 


puts me in mind of a large ſpacious Place 


in this Town, being behind the Cock-Tmn, 
at the Entrance into the ABBey, incloſed 
with Houſes, and called Rome-land (as Peter- 
pence were termed Rome-Scot) at this Day; 
it is generally believed that the Rents there- 
of peculiarly belonged to the Church of 
Rome. So it is evident, that his Holineſs the 
Pope would not be ſo bad a Carver as to 
cut all away go others, and reſerve no Corner 


to himſelf. 


In this Place is annually kept a Statute, 
next Day after the Fair, being the 15th of 
Septem- 
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September, the Fair being on the 14th. Ty 
this Statute Maſters and Miſtrefles, Men 
Servants and Maids repair; the one to hire 
Servants, and the other to obtain Services; 
and few out of ſo great a Number go away 
without being provided with a Place. But! 
think, as I have mentioned Rome-Scot ot 
Peter-pence, it would not be improper to giye 
my Reader an Account and Meaning there- 
of; which Ryme- Scat was a Penny every Fa- 
mily or Houſhold paid yearly to Rome, at the 
Feaſt of St. Peter ad vincula, being the firſt 
of Auguſt, and given by Inas King of the Weſt 
Saxons Anno 724. as an Alms, being in Pil- 
grimage at Rome; and was prohibited in the 
Days of Edw. 3. It amounted to 300 Marks 
and a Noble a Year. 2011. gs. This Pay- 
ment was prohibited by Stat. 25 Hen. 8th 
Cap. 25. and revived by the Star. 1 and 2 
Marie, but wholly abrogated Anno 1 Elis. 
Cap. 1. King Rzicbard the iſt, named Czur 
de Lion (who was not over fond of, or too lov- 
ing to the Clergy) confirmed fully and in an 
ample Manner his Father's Foundation, and 
Exchange of the Canons, made by his Fa- 
ther, by his Charter to be ſeen in the Tower 
in theſe Words, vis.

King James the Firſt. This Earl procured 
a Grant of it from that King to him, his 
Heirs and Succeſſors, with free Warren in 
his Park, and all his Demeſn Lands, exempt 
from the King's Lord Chief Juſtice in Eyre, 
or-any other of the King's Officers ; and his 
Plea was allowed at the laſt Chief Juſtice 
Seat of the Foreſt of WALTHAM, held at 
Stratford Langthorn in Eſſex, before Henry 
Earl of Mancheſter, Lord Privy Seal, and o- 
thers the 21ſt of Sept. in the 6th Year of 
King Charles the Firſt.

Which Charles Lord Buckburft, one of the 
moſt accompliſh'd Noblemen of the Age,

| Grace the preſent Duke of Dort, Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland. But the faid Charles 
Earl of Dor ſet ſold this Seat and Eſtate, Ann 
1700, to Themas Webſter, Eſq; Son and Heir 
Apparent to Sir Godfrey Mebſter, Ki. a Deſcen- 
dant from an antient Family of his Name in 
Tortkſbire, ſeated at Lokynton, before the 
Reign of King Richard the Second, which 
Seat and Eſtate, in the rath Year of that 
King, 1388. was by Alice, Daughter and 
Heir of William Webſter, (then her Widow- 
hood, as ſhe writes in her Deed) convey's to 
FobnHerynge of Soutbburton, and Jaan his Wife. 
 Whereunto William Abel of Lokynton, William 
Ward of the fame Place, Adam de Rygeton of 
South Burton, and others, were Witneſſes. 
But in 12 H. 6. Fobn Webfler of Boleſover, 
in Derbyſhire, was return'd into Chancery, 
among the Gentlemen of that County, who 
made Oath for themſelves and Retainers, for 
the Obſervance of the Peace and of the 
King's Laws. Part of which Eſtate, is yet 
ſſeſs d by Peter Webfeer, ws the chief 
eir Male of the Family; a younger Son 
whereof was Sir Godfrey Webſter of Nelmes, 
in the County of Efſex, Kt. who by Abigail 
his Wife, Daughter and Co-heir of Thomas: 
Gorden of the Mere in Staffordſhire, Eſq; 
had Iflue the before mentioned Thomas Web- 
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fer, Eſq; his only Son and Heir, now Sir 


Thomas Webſter, Bart. being created to that 
Dignity, May 21, 1703. in the ſecond! Year 
of Queen Anne. 

The ſaid Sir Thomas Webſter in 1705, was 
return d one of the Repreſentatives, in Par- 
liament for the Borough of Colchefter, and 
ſerv'd for the ſaid Borough in other Parlia- 
ments in that and the late Reign. Alſo in 
1717, he was elected by the. Frecholders of 
the County of Eſex, Verdurer of the Antient 
Foreſt of WALTHAM. in the faid County, 
and is the preſent Owner of .Copthall, &c. 
He married Jane, Daughter and ſole Heir 
of Edward'Cheek of Sampford Orcas in the 
County of Somerſet, Eſq; (by his Wife Mary, 
Daughter and Co-heir of Henry Whiſtler of 
Ebſhame in the County of Surrey, Eſq;) by 
whom he hath now living two Sons Whiſtler 
and Godfrey, and three Daughters, Abigail 
married to Milliam Northey of Compton Baſſet 
in Wiltſhire, Eſq; Son and Heir of Sir E- 
ward Northey, late Attorney General; Jane 
and Elizabeth unmarried:

Herein is a Gallery 
as well furniſhed as moſt, more proportion- 
able than any in England; and on this the 
following Story doth depend. 

In the Year of our Lord 163g, in N- 
vember, here happened an Hurricane or Wild- 
Wind, which entring in at the great Ea, 
Window, blew that down, and carried ſome 
Part thereof, with the Picture of the Lord 
Coventry (ſingled from many more which 
hung on both Sides, untouched. all the 
— of the Gallery; being fifty fix Yards 
out of the Weſt Window, which it threw 
down to the Ground. It ſeems the Wind 
finding this Room in the Form of a Trunk 
and coarcitated therein, forced the Stones 
of the firſt Window like Fellets clear thorough

1 ſhall next, for the Reader's, Entertain- 
ment, ſet forth the Broils that happened be- 
twixt the Abbot and Townſmen about the 
Commans. In the firſt Yeur that Simon was 
made Abbot, which was about the zoth Year 
of Hen. 3. Anm 1245. The Men of Wart- 
THAM, came into the Marſh, which the Ab- 
bot and his Convent formerly enjoyed, as 
ſeveral to themſelves, killed four Mares, 
worth forty. Shillings Sterling, at leaſt, and 
drove away all the reſt; the Abbot was po- 
litickly pleaſed for the preſent not to take 
Notice thereof. The next Year ſome Men 
of WALTHAM went to the Abbot, the Tueſ- 
day before Eaſter, in the Name of the whole 
Village, and demanded of him to remove his 
Mares and Colts out of the Marſh, This the 
Abbot refuſed to do, adding that if his Bai- 
lifts had placed his Cattle otherways than 
they ought, they might do well to have it 
amended, yet ſo as to defer the Matter till 
Tueſday after Eaſter. 

On that Tueſday Richard, Brocher to the 
King, Duke of Cernwal, came to WALTHAM; 
at which time both the Men and Women of 
the Town repaired to the Gate of the Ab-

was to be mended. Not ſatisfied chere with, 
neither reſpecting che ſpititual Folinefs of 
the Abbot, nor temporal Greatfeſs of the 
Duke, they railed at and reviled him. Then into 
the Paſture they go, and in driving out the 
Abbot's Marcs and Colts, drowned three 

worth twenty Sbillings, ſpoiled ten more, 
to the Value of ten Marks, and beat their 
Keepers who teſiſted them even to the 
ſhedding of the Blood. But the Abbot be- 
ing returned from Lincolnſhire, the Townl- 
men fearing they ſhould be proſecuted for 
their Riot, deſired a Love-day: (Days antient- 
ly fo called, on which Arbitrations were 
made, and Controverſies ended between 
Neighbours and Acquaintance) and ſubmit- 
ted themſelves unto him, and profered to 
pay him Damage. But next Day when the 
420 | Per- 
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performance of cheſe Promiſes were expected. 
away went the WALTHAM Men, with their 
Wives and Children, to the King at Londen, 
inraging him, as much as in them lay, a- 
gainſt the Abbot, accuſing him that he would 
diſinherit them of their Right, bring up new 
Cuſtoms, take away their Paſtures, and (to 
uſe their own Words) eat them up to the 
Bones. And that he had wounded and = 
buſed ſome of them who ſtood defending 
their own Right. This falſe Report was be- 
lieved of many, to the great Ditgrace of che 
Convent of WALTHAM. , 990k - 
The Abbot would not put up ſo great 
a Wrong, but having "Epiſcopal Power in 
himſelf, proceeded to the Excommunicati- 
on of the rebellious Walthamites. But the 
Townſmen went another way to work, 
namely, to defend their Right by the Com- 
mon Laws of the Realm. Whereupon Ste- 
phen Fit- Bennet, Simon off the Wood, William 
Theyden and Ralph of the Bridge, in the Name 
of the reſt, implead the Abbor for appropri- 
ating their Commons to himſelf, But in fine, 
after many Croſs Pleadings, here too long to 
relate, the Abbot ſo acquitted himſelf, that 
he made both his own Right, and the Townſ- 
men's Riot to appear; who at laſt, at the 
King's- Bench were glad to confeſs they had 
done wrong, and were amerced twenty 
Marks 
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Marks to the Abbot, which he nat ouly re- 
mitted, unto them, but alſo on their Submiſ- 
ſion, afloiled them, from their Excommuni- 


cation. The Quarrels. and Broils had be- 


tween the Abbot and the Townſmen of 
WALTHAM were no ſooner ended, but fiercer 
and gteater began between the Abbot and the 
Lord of the Manor of | Cheſhunt on the like 
Occaſion. 

. Cheſhunt is a large Pariſh in Hertfardſbirs 
(confined on the Weſt of Waltham) fo called 
aug Caſtanetum, of Quantities of Cheſnut 
Trees, tho' now I believe few, if any, can 
be found in the whole Lordſhip, except 
in the Nurſery of Mr. John Church, In this 
Suit was Peter, Duke of Savoy, (the King's 
dear Uncle) firſt Founder of the Savoy in 
London, on whom the King conferred Lord- 
ſhips, and Cheſbunt among the reſt, Plaintiff. 
Simon, the Abbot, and the Convent of Wal. 
tham, Defendant, The Judges were Ralph 
Fitz Nicholas, fohn of Lexington, Paulin 
Peyner Seneſchal, Henry of Bath, Jeremy of 
Caxton, Henry de Bretton; and Adam de A.-

Not long after, this Suit was finally de- 
termined, and Peter, Duke of Savoy, the 
Plaintiff, remiſed, and for ever quitted Claim 
from him and his Heirs, to the ſaid Simon, 
the Abbot and his Succeſſors, all the Right 
and Claim he had to aſk in the ſame Mea- 
dows and Marſhes of the ſaid Abbot. This 
is called in the Inſtrument Finalis Concordia, 
though it proved neither Final nor Concord; 
for ſoon after this, Diſputes aroſe again and 
broke out afreſh, and the Matter was in 
Variance and undetermined betwixt Robert 
the laſt Abbor and the Lord of the Manor 
of Cheſhunt when the Abbey was diſſol ved.

One Sir Henry Col: of Nether Hall in 
Blex, much in Favour with King Henry che 
Eighth for his merry Conceits, ſuddenly took 
his Leave of him late at Night, promiſing to 
walt on his Grace early the next Morning;

A Sir 
Loin of Beef was ſer before him (as reported, 
knighted by this King) on which the King 
laid on luſtily; "Well fare" thy Heart, _

we ihall find his Name very antient at Che/-

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terton in  Huntingtonſhire, where the Heif 
general was married to the worſhipful and 
antient Family of the Bevil's, a Branch 
of the Male- line afterwards fixed in Hert- 
ſtruſbire; whereof Jobn Denny, Eſq; valiant- 
ly ſerved Henry the Fifth in France, where 
he was flain and buried with Thomas his 
ſecond Son, in St. Dionys Chapel; their In- 
terment in ſo noble a Place ſpeaking their 
worthy Performances. In the Reign of 
Queen Mary, a Friar ſhewed their Tombs 
to Sir Matthew Carew, togethet with their 
Coats and Differences. Henry the eldeſt Son 
of this Jobn Denny, begat William Denny 
of Cheſhunt in Hertfordſhire, which William 
was High Sheriff of the County in the Year 
1480. leaving Edmund Denny to inherit his 
Eſtate. Edmund Denny was one of the Ba. 
rons of the Exchequer, in Credit and great 
Favour, with King Edward the Fourth and 
Henry the Seventh; he married Mary the 
Daughter and Heir of Robert Froutbeck, 
Eſq; on whom he begat Thomas Denny, from 
whom the Denny's in Norfolk are deſcended. 

Anthony Denny, ſecond Son to Baron Den- 
ny, was Knighted by King Henry che Eighth, 
made Gentleman of hie Bedehamber, Privy 
Counſellor, and one of his Executors; he 
was bred no great Scholar, but he was a 


Meceneas, and grand Favourer of learned 
ih G Men. 
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Men. For when the School of Sudbury in 
the North, belonging to St. Jobn's in Cam- 
bridge, was run to ruin, the (Lands thereof 
being ſold and embezzled) Sir Anthony pro- 
cured the Reparation of the School, and 
Reſtitution of their Means, firmly ſertling 
them to prevent future Alienation. Hear 
what Mr. Aſchan ſays to his Character, 
Religio, dactrina, reſpublica, omnes curas tuas 
fic occupant ut extra bas tres res nullum tem- 
pus conſumas ; Religion, Learning, and the 
Commonwealth, fo employ all thy Cares, 
that beſides on theſe three Things you ſpend 
no other Time. Let then the Enemies (if 
any) of his Memory abate of this Character 
to what Proportion they pleaſe. The very 
Remainder thereof, which their Malice muſt 
leave, will be ſufficient to ſpeak Sir Anthony 
Denny a worthy and meriting Gentleman. 

1 find an excellent Epitaph made on him 
by a learned Nobleman, viz. Henry Howard 
Earl of Surrey, and eldeſt Son to the Duke 
of Norfolk, and, I think, worthy of my Rea- 
der's Perufal : And is thus, as followeth;

You muſt then underſtand there were fix 
ordinary Obits which the Church-Wardens 
did annually diſcharge: (An Obic was an 
Office for the Dead, ſaid annually; or an 
Anniverſary Appointment in Remembrance of 
the Death of any Perſon,) namely,

the 16th of January. 
For Thomas Friend, Joan and Jaan his Wives 


on the 16th of February.

Oh! the reaſonable Rates at WAL THAN. 
The Price whereof in St. Paul's at Lon- 
don was forty Shillings; for the higher the 
Church, the holier the Service, and dearer the 
Price; though he had given too much that 

had given but Thanks for ſuch Vanities. 
To defray the Expences of theſe Obits, 
the Parties prayed for, or their Executors, 
left Lands, Houſes, or Stock to the Church- 
Wzrdens. Thomas Smith bequeathed a Tene- 
ment in the Corn-Market ; and others gave 
Lands in Upſhire, call'd Pater-nofter Hill; ; 
others Ground elſewhere, befides a Stock of 
eighteen Cows, which the Wardens let out 
yearly to Farm, for gighteen Shillings, mak- 
| ing 
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ing up their Accounts yearly at the Feaſt of 
St. Michael the Archangel. 

There are alſo the Ry remarkable 
Particulars. 

Anno 1542. the 34th of Henry the 8th. 

Imprimis, For watching the hn rents fa

Item, Paid the Ringers at the Coming 
of the King's Grace, Sixpence. : Yet WarL- 
THAM Bells told no Tales every Time the 
the King came hither, having a ſmall Houſe 
in Romeland, to which he is ſaid oft OTTER 
ly to retire for his Pleaſure. 

Item, Paid unto two Men of Law for 
Counſel about the Church-Leaſes, fix Shil- 
lings and Eight-pence. 

Item, Paid the Attorney for his Fee, 
Twenty- pence. | 

Item, Paid for ringing at the Prince's 
Coming, a Penny. 

Anno 1543. the 35th of Henry VIII. 

Imprimis, Received of the Executors of 
Sir Robert Fuller, given by the ſaid Sir

which they afterwards ſold for ſeven Pounds, 
See Robert Fuller the 29th Abbot amongſt 
the Liſt of Abbots. 

Anno 1544. the zöch of Hen. VIII. 

Imprimis, Received of Adam Tanner the 
Over-plus of the Money, which was ga- 
thered for the Purchaſe of the Bells, two 
Pounds four Shillings and Eleven- pence. 
It ſeems the King's Officers ſold, and the 
Pariſh then purchaſed the five Bells, being 
great and tuneable, who as they gave boun- 
tifully, ſo without doubt they bought rea- 
ſonably, and the Over- plus of the Money 

was delivered. 

Item, Received of Richard Tanner, for 
eight Stoles, three Shillings. A Stole is an 
Ornament about the Neck of a Pop:/þ Prieſt, 
and a-croſs his Breaſt, denoting the Yoke of 
Chriſt, and the Cord that bound him. 

It ſeems the Church-Wardens were not 
ſo charitable to give away, nor ſo fuperſti- 
tious to burn, but fo thrifty, as to make 
Profit by the Sale of theſe decayed Veſt- 
ments. 

Item, For mending a hand Bell, T'wo- 
pence: This was not fixed either in Church 
or Steeple, but was carried in the Sexton's 

Hands beforce receiving the Sacrament, the 
Viſt- 
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Viſitation of che Sick, and ſuch like Occa- 
fions. 

Item, Paid to Phili Wright, Carpenter, 
for making a Frame in the Bell-fry, eighteen 
Shillings and Four-pence. 

The Bells being bought by the Pariſhioners, 
were taken down out of the K .. Steeple; 
but what became of them, more hereafter; 
In the mean Time a Timber Frame was 
made in the South Eaſt end of the Church- 
yard, where formerly two Yew-Trees ſtood; 
and a Shift was made for ſome. Years to 
hang the Bells thereon.

Item, For Claſps. to hold up the Banners 
in the Body of the Church, Eight-pence. 
By theſe it is to be underſtood not Pen- 
nons with Arms hanging over the Graves 
of interred Gentlemen, but rather ſome ſu- 
perſtitious Streamers, uſually carried about 
in Proceſſion. 

Item, Paid to John Baſton, for mending 
the Organs, Twenty- pence, a great Pity the

Eward the Sixth.

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"Old Things are paſſed away, behold all 


Things now are become new. Superſtition 
by Degrees being baniſhed out of the Church, 
we hear no more of Prayers and Maſſes 
for the Dead. Every Obir now had its own 
Objje, and fully expired, the Lands former- 
given thereunto being employed to more 
charirable Uſes. ' But I ſhall here ſelect ſome 
Particulars of the Church” Wardens Accounts 
in this King's Days. 
Ango 1549. the 3d of Edward VI. 
 Tmprimis, Sold the Silver Plate which was 
on the Deſk in the Charnel, weighing five 
Ounces, for twenty five Shillings. You may 
| gueſs at the Gallantry of our Church by 
this; (if all the reſt was in the like Equi- 
page) when the Deſk whereon the Prieſt 
read was inlaid with Plate of Silver. 

Item, Sold a Rod-Iron which the Curtain 
run on before the Rood, Nine- pence. The 
Roog was an Image of Chriſt on the Crok, 
or ſome other Shrine on which a Crucifi 
was placed, or the Image or Relick of a 
Saint, made generally of Wood, . and ered- 
ed in a Loft for that Purpoſe, juſt over 

the Paſſage out of the Church into the 
Eharnel. 

Ttem, Sold ſo much Wax as amounted to 
twenty fix Shillings. So thrifty were the 
Warders, that they bought not Candles and 


Ta pers 
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Tapers ready made, but bought the Wax at 
the beſt Hands, and paid the Poor for 
making of them. Now they ſold all their 
Wax as uſeleſs under the Reformation; more 
Light, but fewer Candles! 

Item, Paid for half of the Book, called 

Parapbraſe, five Shillings. By the 7th In- 
junction of King Edward, each Pariſh was 
to procure the Paraphraſe of Eraſmus, name- 
ly, the firſt Part thereof on the Goſpels, 


and the ſame to be ſer up in ſome con- 


venient Place in the Church. 

Item, Spent in the Viſitation at Chelms- 
fard, amongſt the Wardens and other honeſt 
Men, fourteen Shillings and Four-pence. A 
round Sum in thoſe Days, although, honeſt 
Men. This was the firſt Viſitation, whereat 
WalLTHam Wardens ever appeared out of 
their own Town, whoſe Abbot formerly 
had epiſcopal Juriſdiction. 

Anno 1551. the 5th of Edward VI. 

Imprimis, Received for a Knell, of a Ser- 
vant to the Lady Mary, her Grace, Ten- 
pence. Coptball being then in the Crown, 
this Lady, afterwards Queen Mary, came 
there to take the Air where this her Ser- 
vant died. 

Item, Loſt forty fix Shillings by aſia of the 
F all of Money by the Proclamation, 


Ttem, 
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Item, Received for two hundred ſeventy 
one Ounces of Plate, fold at ſeveral times 
to the beſt Advantage, fixty ſeven Pounds 
fourteen Shillings and Nine-pence. Now 
was the Brotherhood in the Church diſſolv- 
ed, conſiſting as formerly of three Prieſts, 
three Choriſters and two Sextons; and the 
rich Plate belonging to them, was ſold for 
the Good of the Pariſh. It may ſeem ſtrange 
the King's Commiſſioners, deputed for that 
Purpoſe, ſeized not on it, from whoſe Hands 
WaLTHAM found ſome Favour, befriend- 
ed by that wiſe and judicious Gentleman, 
Sir Richard Rich, Lord Chancellor of Eng- 
land under King Edward the Sixth (who in 
the firft Year of his Reign advanced him to 
this Office, and created him Baron Rich of 
Leea in Eſſex) he being their Countryman, 
rather becauſe of their Intentions to build 
theif decayed Steeple.

This was a Veſſel 
wherein their was a Mixture of Oil and 
Balſam conſecrated by a Popy/o Biſhep, to 
be uſed in Baptiſm, Confirmation, Extreme 
Unction, Coronation of Kings, &c. | 

em, For a Yard of filver Sarcenet, for 
2 Cloth for a Sacrament, ſeven Shillings and 
Eight-pence. 

Item, For a Pix of Pewter, two Shillings. 
This was a Box wherein the Hoſt, or con- 
fecrated Wafer was put and preſerved. _

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Iten, For Mary and John, that ſtand int 
the Rood-Loft, twenty ſix Shillings and 
Eight-pence. This was a ridiculous Imitation 
whereof the Robd was attended with theſe 
two Images. | 

Item, For waſhing deport Aubes or Ale, 
and as many Headcloaths, Six- pence. An 
Aube or Alle was a Prieſt's Garment of white 
Linen down to their Reet, girded about his 
Middle; the thin Matter denoted” Simpli- 
city, Colour, Purity, Length, deep Divini- 
ty; and the Cincture of it, fignified the 
Perſon wearing it, prompt and preparing for 
God's Service; their Headcloaths were like 
our Sergeants Coifs, but cloſe, — not turn- 
ed up. | 

Item, For waking the Sepulchre Eight- 
pence.

tion, yet was willing to preſerve the Anti- 
quities thereof from Oblivion) which is 
fairly tranſcribed on large Paper, and com- 
prizes 456 Pages in Folio. Tis wrote all 
by his 'own Hand, except the two laſt 
Charters of his Alienation of Copt- Hall to 
Hen, 8. In the Text or initial Letters, which 
are beautifully embelliſhed, is his Name in- 
ſerted in nine Places; having a happy Hand 
both in fair and faſt Writing.

As to our Abbot, Robert Fuller, it is mani.

rendred to the King's Viſitors on Merch 23, 
1540. He ſoon after retired to London, where 
he ended his Days in leſs than half a Year;

In it he ſtiles himſelf late Abbot of War-

King's Reign, ſince the Death of his Grand- 
father. Amongſt the Natives of War THA 
for Stateſmen, Jobn de Waltham bears away 
the Bell, he was Lord Biſhop of Salisbury, 
who had been Maſter of: the Rolls, Keeper 
of the Privy Seal, and Treaſurer of Englang 
in which Office he continued till his Death, 
which happened in the Year 1395, having 
ſate Biſhop ſeven Vears, and executed the 
Treaſureſhip four Vears. King Richard the 
Second loved him entirely, and greatly be- 
wailed his Death; in token whereof, he 
commanded that he ſhould be buried in 
the Chapel Royal in We#minfler- Abbey, a- 
mongſt the Kings. Hoc anno, faith Walfing- 
bam, viz. in the Year 1395. ©-obiit Jo-

meanors of State. And ſurely, WAL TH AM 
was highly honoured with more than a ſingle 
Share, when amongſt thoſe fourteen, two 
came from the very Lap or Boſom of the 
Town; the aforenamed Nicholas living in the 
Town. and this John having his Name 
thence, becauſe Birth therein. But amongft 
Scholars in our Town, Roger Waltham muſt 
not be forgotten ; he was one of the Canons 
of St. Paul's, London, and a great Favourite 
to Full Baſſet, Biſhop thereof. He wrote 
many learned Books, wheteof two eſpecially, 
one called Compendium Morale, the other Ima- 
gines Oratorum, CONE yy PG — A. 
to Poſterity.

Archbiſhop of Canterbury and Martyr,) con- 
taining the Reaſons againſt King Henry VIII.

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As, for Perſons butied in this Church, 
there many eminent ones, beſides what 
I have ſpoken of before. I ſball give an 
Account of a few; and firſt, Robert Paſſelew 
(of whom I made mention before) was here 
interred; who was one of the King's Inſtru- 
ments for gathering up Money, in which 
his Office he uſed ſuch Rigour, as Multi- 
tudes of People were uiterly undone, So un- 
ſafe are private Men's Eſtates where Princes 
fall into great Wants. He was Archdeacon 
of Lewes, and for his. good Service, (Kings 
have ever ſuch Servants to expreſs their 
Pleaſures in what Contle ſoever they take) 
he ſhould have been preferred to the Biſhop- 
prick of Chichefter, but the Biſhops with- 
ſtanding the King therein, his Election was 
diſanulled in the Year 1234. Being, with o- 
thers, called to a ſtrict Account for the 
King's Treaſure ill ſpent, or worſe employ- 
ed, he was conſtrained to take Sanctuary and 
ſeek odd Corners for his Safety; yet after- 
wards (an Argument of the King's Lenity) 
he was received into Grace and Favour, 
At the length leaving the 'Froubles which 
attend the Court, he lived privately at his 
Parſonage of Derham in Norfolk, but died 
at his Houfe here in WAL TA, upon the 
fixth Day of June 1252 ; of whom pray hear 
what ' Matthew Paris ſpeaks in his own Lan- 
guage. 
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guage. Says he, Achidiacanus Lewenfis, 
« Robertus Paſſeleue, eodemquoque anno, oc- 
« tavo Idus Junii obiit apud War Tram, de 
quo multa præſeribuntur. Hic Robertus 
« Clericus & Prælatus, non eſt veritus Regi 
* adherendo multos multiformĩiter depaupe- 
rare ut Regem impinguaret. Opera au- 
tem ſua ſequuntur eum.“ In the Sun- 
ſbine of his Fortune he was flattered (as all 
Kings Favourites are) by this Alluſion to 
his Name Paſſie- eau, as ſurpaſſing the pure 
Water, the moſt excellent Element of all;

Sonne, one of the Honourable Band of Penſioners 
to King James; Mary Anne and Mary died 
untnarried ; Francis married to John Cham- 
berlaine, Eſquier; Deugla/s, yet unmartyed; 
Elizabeth marryed to Sir Francis Swift, 
Knight; Helena married to Sir William 
Maxey, Knight, and Matgeret * to God-

In the Year. * King 
Charles the Firſt came the laſt Time to 
WALTHAM, and went (as it was always u- 
ſual wich him, where there was any thing 
remarkable) to ſee the Church. The Earl of 
Carlifle attended him. His Majeſty then 
told him, that he divided his Cathedral 
Churches, as be did his Royal Ships, into 
three Rates; accounting St. Paul's in Lon- 
den, York; Lincoln, Wincheſter, &c. of the 
firſt Form; Chicheſter, Litchfield, &c. of the 
Second ; the Welſb Cathedrals of the Third, 


with which WaLTuaM CHURCH may be 


well compared, if the Roof thereof was 
taken lower and leaded as it was at firſt, 
The Earl moved his Majeſty, that ſeeing this 
ancient Church, ' founded by King. Harold, 
his Predepeſſor, was fallen into ſuch Decay,

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The King graciouſly granted it, provided it 
were done with the Privity and Conſent of 
a great Prelate (Biſhop Laud) with whom 
the King conſulted in all Church Matters.

The Wales ate mentioned by Brompton, 
among the Nables and others who game o- 
ver with William the GCongyeror. But it is 
the Opinion of the moſt nl Angiquaries, 
that, the Male, mentioned in the Roll of 
Battle Abbey, was one of thoſe, - who being 
weary. of Hardg's Uſurpation, fled aver into 
Normandy, to. invite the Conqueror in, and 
ame over with him. 

As to the firſt Riſe of che Name of Male 
it is obſerved, by Dr. Patrick, out of, the 
Regiſters of Peterboraugh, chat Hereuæidus, or 
exaldys, was ſirnam d de Wake, or le Male, 
(4 pregnant . Inſtance. of the Saran Original 
of his Family). and was one of the braveſt 
Heroes. of his Age and Country, whoſe: * 
morable Acts are fer forth by Iagulphus. He 
was the laſt who ſubmirred tc to the Conqueror, 

who 
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who came to an Agreement with him about 
the Year 1076. by Virtue whereof he was 
entirely reſtored to his Eſtate and Honour. 
Part of his Eſtate was the Lordſhips of 
Brunne and Depyng ; the laſt of which con- 
tinued in this Family till the n of 
the laſt Century. 

His Daughter and Heireſs was married to 
Hugh Ever mur, whoſe Grand Daughter A. 
delhidis was wedded to Baldwyn Fitæ-Gil- 
bert, Brother to Walter, the Father of Gil. 
bert de Gant, the firſt Earl of Lincoin of chat 
Race; by which Balduyn ſhe had a Daughter, 
Emme, who was Heireſs to him and the be- 
fore mentioned Herewald, and took the Name 
of Wake; as is evident from an antient Char- 
ter of the Abbey of Brun. In the Time 
of Hen. I. ſhe is mentioned to be the Wife 
of Hugh de Wac: And it is agreed, that ſhe 
ſettled her Name on her Husband, and that 
ſhe brought him che great Poſſeſſions and Dig- 
nities of Herewald, &c. They left Iſſue 
Baldwyn le Mac, ſo called from his Grand- 
father (by his Mother's Side) Baldwyn Fitz- 
Gilbert. 

Which Baldwyn Wake was one of the 
Barons at the Coronation of King Richard 
the Firſt, And in the Time of Henry III. 
Balduyn Wac was one of the chief Barons in 
Arms againſt the King ; 3 but ſubmitting, at 
L 4 laſt 
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laſt obtained his Pardon. Jobn his Son was 
in the Wars of Gaſcoigne 26 Edward 1. and 
afterwards in thoſe of Scotland, being in 
Commiſſion with the Archbiſhop of Vi for 
fecuring the Marſhes. 
He had a Summons to Parliament, as 
Lord Wake of Lydell in Northamptonſhire, 
from 23 to 28 Edward I. His Son Thomas 
was appointed Conſtable of the Tower of 
London, and Juſtice in Eyre of the Foreſts 
on the South Side of Trent, by Queen Jabel, 
in Oppoſition to her Husband King Edward 
II. After whoſe Depoſal, he alſo had Here. 
ford Caftle committed to his Government; 
bur, in the ſucceeding Reign, had his Lands 
ſeized on Suſpicion of his Adherence to Ed- 
mond Earl of Kent; but acquitting himſelf 
thereof, was reſtored and made Governor of 
Guernſey, Jerſey, Sark, and Alderney, and 
Guardian of the Lincolnſhire Coaſt : He had 
Summons among the Barons to Parliament 
from 22 Edward II. to 22 Edward III. and 
died the Year following without Iſſue. Where- 
upon the Inheritance paſſed with his Siſter 
and Heireſs Margaret, by Marriage to Edmond 
of Weoodfteck, Earl of Kent, (youngeſt | Son 
to King Edward I.) by whom ſhe had Iſſue 
Joan (after the Death of her two Brothers) 
Counteſs of Kent; and for her great Beau- 
ty call'd, The Fair Maid of Kent: Who 
marrying 
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marrying Sir Thomas Holland (ſecond Son of 
Sir Robert Holland of Lancaſbire) one of the 
firſt Founders of the Garter, he thereupon 
had the Titles of Earl of Kent and Baron 
Wake of Lydell allowed him. This Joan af- 
ter wards, by Marriage with Edward the Black 
Prince, became Mother of King Richard II. 
In one of the Church Windows at Che, 
terfield in Derbyſhire are the Arms of Edmond 
Plantagenet, and Margaret Wake, abovemen- 
tioned, impaled together. 
Sir Hugh, younger Son of Baldwyn, the 
laſt Baron of that Name, and Brother of John, 
Baron Wake, beforementioned, had, by Gift | 
of his ſaid Father, the Lordſhip of Deeping 
in Lincolnſhire, and GG in N. a 
tanſbire. 

This Sir Hugb was one of the Knights of 
the Shire for the County of Nortbampton, in 
30 Edward I. and 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 Edward 
II. and in 34 Edward I. one of the Knights 
in Parliament for Vilts. The fame Year he 
was in the Scotrſh Wars; as alſo in 4 Ed- 
ward II. and died in 9 Edward II.

It is beautiful to behold, and leads 
don co a ipaciout fine Garden 3 a fine Ca- 
nal ineompaſſing the ſame wich great Plenty of 
all Kinds of Fiſh. There ate the moſt curious 
ever green Hedges, Walks, Groves; and for 
Variety of Fruit, tis ſcarce to be equall'd by any 
private Gentleman's : There are alſo fine Kit- 
eben- Gardens, . a Bowling-Green ; 
3 Nay, 
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nay, in ſhort, every thing elſe that is com- 
mendable and praiſe-worthy. But above all, 
I muſt not forget the Tulip-Tree, the largeſt 
and biggeſt chat ever was ſeenz there being 
but one more in Great Britain, (as I am in- 
formed) and that at the Lord Peterborough's. 
It blows with innumerable Flowers in — 
Months of June and Ju. 

Here a Perſon may walk, and all his Senſes 
be employ'd: with every thing that is agre- 
able and delightful ; ſo that it may be ſaid, 
while you are in theſe Gardens of Paradiſe, 
(if I may ſo call them) that the Eye is not 
ſatisſled with ſeeing, nor the Ear with hear- 
ing, by reaſon of the ſweet melodious Songs 
of the little inchanting Birds. The Garden 
is exceedingly well managed and kept in 
great Order and Exactneſs by the Diligence 
and Care of Mr. Micbael Patterſon, the chief 
Gardiner, and skilful - in his Profeſſion. 
The whole Gardens contain about twelve 
Acres of Land, and are wall'd in with Brick. 
But to return again to the Abbey-Houſe : 
There is a ſumptuous Hall, in Length it 
contains ſixteen Yards and an half, and in 
Breadth eight Yards and an half; in Height 
nine Yards one Foot. It is exceeding hand- 
ſome, by reaſon of the Wainſcotting and ex- 
traordinary Painting. At the upper End is a 

"TORY Piece, done by the ingenious Mr. 
X f 7. Rofl 
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J. Roſs, in which is repreſented the ſaid 
Charles Wake Jones on Horſeback, and his 
Siſter (ſince dead) in riding Habirs; the 
Huntſman with a dead Hare in his Hand, 
his Horſe near him, and about twelve Couple 
of Hounds ſurrounding him. Theſe are drawn 
| from the Life. On the right Hand, entring 
the Hall, is a curious Sal lie, repreſenting 
a Sea-calm with Ships (Men of War) Boats, 
Fiſhermen in their Boats, and other Sea- 
faring Men on the Shore. At the lewer 
End of the Hall, is a Storm with the Wreck 
of Ships. Theſe are both painted by the Fa- 
mous Mr. P. Monamy, and are in Propor- 
tion to the Length, Breadth and Height of the 
Hall. The Bottom of the Hall is of fine 
Stone and ſquare black Marble; and the 
Chimney-Piece is of a moſt beautiful Mar- 
ble. On the Top are quarter'd the Arms of 
the ſaid Mr. Jenes and his Lady. For my 
Reader's Curiofity I have took the Model of 
the Houſe. There are many Rooms repairing, 
and the whole Houſe altering ; which, when 
finiſhed, will be extraordinary neat, handſome 
and commodious. 

As to the Our-buildings, there is every 
ming convenient; and for Stabling, few 
neater, or more uſeful. 

At che Entrance out of Romeland you paſs 
over 1 Bae into a .Court-yard, which

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| both leads to the Abbey-Houſe, and to the 
Stabling; and in which are two large Rows, or 
an Avenue, of tall and ſtately Sicamare-Tree:: 
It is likewiſe incompaſſed with as many fer- 
tile Paſtures, beautiful Meads, and pleaſant 
Meadows and Marſhes, as any Gentleman's 
Seat can well be. There are alſo rich and large 
Lordſhips belonging thereto, namely, the 
Town, Upſhire, Holyfield, and Nazeing, which 
afford Plenty of all manner of Game, and are 
endowed with great Privileges and Profits 
accruing from the Foreſt. 

And there is a free Warren belonging to 
the ſaid Royalties, which is a Franchiſe or 
n privileged, either by Preſcription or 
Grant from the King, to keep Beaſts and 

Fowls of Warren in; which are Hares and 
Conies, Partridges and Pheaſants, 

If any Perſon offend in fuch free Warren, 
he is puniſhable for the ſame by che Com- 
mon-Law, and by Stat. 21 EA 3. called by 
the ©« Statute de ' MalefaQoribus in Pareis 
& Chaceis, Sc. Videtur tamen Juſticiariis 
« hic & concilio Dom. Regis, quod Caproli 
« ſunt Beſtiæ de Warrenna & non de Fo- 
« reſta, ec quod fugant alias Beſtias de War- 
« renna. Hill. Anno 13 «Fd. 3. Ebor. Rot. 
F 106. And Marnwoed in his Foreft Laws, if

And this is called a Fres 
or Charter Warren; and every ſuch Charter 
would be very uncertain by the Wards, Quod 
ad Warrennam pertinet, if ic was nat cer- 
tainly known what were Beaſts and Fowls 
of Warren; and there fote in che Regiſter, in 
the Wric of Treſpaſs for Hunting, in a 
Warren, tis averred, that the Treſpaſs wes 
done ther in taking or driving away thoſe 
Beaſts os Fawls which are Beaſts or Fowls 
of Warren, which, as Budeus tells us, are 
fuch as may bg taken with long wing- 
ed Hawks; and thoſe are the Hare, the Co- 
ney, the Pheaſant, the Partridge. 

But ta draw to a Concluſion. I ſhall here 
ſet farth the ſeveral Legacies and Bequeſts 
given by generous Benefactors to this Town.

The preſent Caſhire, Mr. Thomas Winſpear, 
has a conſiderable Sum of Money in Hand; 
and the Truſtees refuſe to come to an Account

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| Notwithſtanding this Eſtate ſo given for 
Repair of the Churchz yer there was in 
Nov. 27. 1673. another Order made for a 
General Rate at Two-pence per Pound, to 
be for Repair of the Church. And by ano- 
ther Order dated 22 Fuly 1680, reciting, 
chat the Church was out of Repair, and 
upon View would coſt 106 /. or therea- 
bouts to repair the ſame, naming ſeveral 
in Truſt to ſee the ſame done, © That what 
« Monies, as ſhould be wanting for the 
doing thereof, ſhould be borrowed of the 
« L. 100 that was given by Biſhdp Hall (of 
* which I made mention before.) And it was 
« orgered, that the Truſtees for the Church- 
c Lands ſhould make aver their Truſts of 
ti the Church-Lands to the Truſtees of the 
« L. 100 and to pay the whole Rent of the 
« ſame yearly, and every Year, till the Prin- 
* cipal and Intereſt of the ſaid Money ſhall 
c be fully ſatisfied. 

And further, That when the voluntary 
Contribution Money is come in and collect- 
« ed, the fame, and the Money berrowed 
« ſbr Repair of the Church, ſhould be paid 
« out of the Rents of the Church-Lands, 
de as they become due; and that they ſhould 
« be employed to no other Uſe or Uſes, 
« but for the Diſcharging the Money which 


1 hath already been and ſhall be disburſed 
| | « for 
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“ for Repairs, as aforeſaid, And that the 
« Church-Wardens henceforth ſhall not make 
« uſe of the ſaid Rents to re-imburſe their 
« Disburſements, but that they ſhall for e- 
« ver go to the Repairing of the Church. 

And alſo the 2d of June 1693. I find 
(after ſeveral Veſtries) the Truſtees did come 
to an Account, and give ample Satisfaction 
for what Money they had received, and how 
diſpoſed of. There is another Order in Veſtry, 
made 9g O&e6. 1700. wherein it was agreed, 
that no Truſtee ſhall pay any Bills for Work 
done at the Church, until they have been 
peruſed and allowed of in publick Veſtry: 
And by the Truſtees and Inhabitants, that 
no Church-Warden ſhould disburſe above 
three Pounds without Conſent of Veſtry. 

And in the. Year 1722. when Mr. William 
Boult was Church-Warden, when he came 
to account for the Church-Lands, there re- 
mained in his Hand, upon the Balance, thir- + 
ty ſix Pounds eight Shillings and Four- 
pence Halt- penny. 

Notwithſtanding the ſaid ſeveral * 
made in Veſtry, and the Truſtees to the 
Year 1722, yeatly accounting with the 
Church-Wardens ; yet to this preſent Year 
1734. being for twelys Years, there has no 
Accoutx been given, but the Truſtees and

large Sum of Money in their Hands; and 
as the ſame ought to be applied to the Uſe 
of the Church, it is certain, the ſaid Money 
cou'd not be in. any Manner better laid 
out and expended than it is now, in making 
a Ceiling to the Church. The ſame former- 
ly ſeemed by the Manner of Building, with 
a high Roof, more like a Barn than the 
Houſe of God. But it is now a vaſt Addi- 
tion and Ornament to the Church, and a great 
Advantage both to the Preacher. and the 
Congregation in hearing the Word of God. 
But the preſent Truſtees beforementioned 
infiſt on a Covenant, in an Indenture (made 
amongſt themſelves upon renewing and ap- 
pointing new Truſtees) bearing Date 3oth 
March 1725. which runs thus: And laſtly, 
« jt is mutually covenanted, concluded and 
et agreed upon, by and between all and every 
«© the ſaid Parties to theſe Preſents, that 
„ they, or the major Part of chem, ſhall 
< and will naminate, chooſe and appoint one 
* of the aforeſaid Perſons yearly to receive 
* theRents and Profits of the ſaid Meſſuage, 
* Lands and Premiſſes before mentioned, 
* who is to diſpoſe of the ſame in ſuch 
«« Manner as is above expreſſed, and to give 
* an Account thereof, at the Year's End, to 
« the other Fruſtees, or ſuch of them as 
4 ! hal meet together | to receive and take the 
c« ſame, 
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« ſame, who are to ſign the Book of Ac- 
counts of ſuch annual Receiver, and, at 
« the ſame time, either to continue the old 
Receiver or appoint another for the Year 
« next enſuing, as to them, or the major Part 
te of them, ſhall ſeem meet, and ſo do from 
« Year to Year ſucceſſively for ever. 

But whether the faid Truſtees ought not 
to come and account in Veſtry as uſual, or 
whether they had Power to make ſuch Co- 
venant, as abovementioned, amongſt them- 
ſelves, not being able to come to the View 
or Inſpection of the original Deeds, whereby 
the ſaid Premiſſes were given, I cannot con- 
jecture.

Anno i585. gave for ever to the Poor of this 
Pariſh, yearly, the Sum of Forty Shillings, to 
be paid in the Month of November; as, on 
a Brafs affixed to a Pillar in che Church, 
may further appear. 
Robert Catrow of this Pariſh, by Will da- 
ted 23 April, Anno 1597. which was proved 
by his Executrix and Relict 25 June follow- 
ing, giveth as follows, viz. _ 

« Item, I give and bequeath unto the Poor 
© the Sum of twenty Shillings of lawful Money 
« of England, to be beſtowed in Bread, and 
« given at the Time of my Burial; and the 
* firft Year's Rent of my Houſe to be allowed 
far diſburſing the {ame Sums of Money.

Robert Brown of this Pariſh, and Servant

© Henry Wollaſton the Elder, of the Pariſh 
of St, Martin Ogar, London, Draper, by his 
laſt Will and Teſtament, bearing Date in 
November 1616, gave as followeth : o 
Will and Mind is, and I do deviſe and appoint, 
that my ſaid Son, Henry, and his Heirs, ſhall 
yearly for ever pay towards the Relief of 
the Poor of the ſaid Pariſh of WALTHAM 


N Cnoss, the Sum of Two and fifty

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Shillings of lawful Money of England, to 
the Parſon and Church-Wardens then for 
the Time being, for the Poor, to be beſtow- 
ed by twelve Pence every Sunday in Bread. 
And I do will and deviſe, that the ſaid two 
and fifty Shillings ſhall be iſſuing and paid 
out of my ſaid Lands, called Fiſbers, alias 
Salmons; and that the ſaid Lands ſhall be 
for ever chargeable with the Payment chere- 
of, to the Poor of the ſaid Pariſh of Wal- 
THAM. 

Robert Dane gave ten Shillings, to be 
paid yearly to the Church-Wardens, to be 
given in Bread to the Poor ; the Houſe now 
being in the Poſſeſſion of William Stock, Sen. 
George Weylet, Jun. Citizen and Fiſhmonger 
of London, by Will, bearing Date the 23d 
of Anno 1691, gave and bequeathed 
forty Shillings per Annum to the Poor of 
WALTHAM Hol CRoss, being an Annui- 
ty, iſſuing and payable out of ſeveral Lands 
and Tenements, fituate and being in or near 
Yardly in the County of Hertford, where- 
with the ſame Annuity 1s chargeable, which 
is lately purchaſed of Jobn Adkms; and I 
will, that the Miniſter and Church-Wardens 
diſpoſe of the Profits every half Year to the 
moſt neceſſitous and honeſt Perſons, as their 
Diſcretion ſhall direct them. And I alſo give 


and bequeath unto the Poor of WALTHAM 
N afore- 
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aforeſaid all ſuch Rents and Arrears of Rent, 
as are and ſhall bejuſtly and bona fidedue, owing 
and payable to me at the Time of my De- 
ceaſe, out of certain Lands and Tenements 
in Yardley aforeſaid, and ſuch Rents and 
Arrears thereof, as ſhall he made appear thar 
my Father George Weylett hath received and 
detains from me. 

Robert Smith of this Pariſh, Gent. by Will 
bearing Date 1697, proved at London by 
Mary Smith, his Widow, gave ten Pounds 
to be given and diſtributed to and among 
the Poor of this Pariſh, as his Executrix 
ſhould think meet. 

Robert Grubb of Holyfield gave forty Shil- 

lings a Year to the Poor of the Pariſh, to 
be laid out in Bread, and to be diſtributed 
in the Church. 
There are alſo ſeveral Houſes given for 
the Uſe of the Poor; amongſt which there 
are four at the Entrance into the Town, 
and on which there is the underwritten In- 
ſeription in old Verſe, dated 1626. Theſe 
four Houſes were given by Green, 
Purveyor to King James the Firſt, for four 
Widows. The Land that belongs to them 
was let lately at four Pounds per Annum.

Notwithſtanding theſe ſeveral Legacies, 
there is a Multitude of Poor to provide for ; 
and which, I may affirm, are, and as well as 
in any Pariſh. But now the Church-War- 
dens, Overſeers and Inhabitants have raken 
a Leaſe of a large Houſe, in order for a 
Workhouſe for the Maintenance and Relief 
of the Poor, which commences from Lady- 
day 1734. by which means it will without 
doubt lower the Rates to the Advantage of 
the Inhabitants of the Pariſh in general, and the 
Benefit and better Proviſion of the Poor.

The Town, alſo conſidering the Antiquity 
of the Buildings, being moſtly Timber, hath 
for preventing Caſualties of Fire, voluntarily, 
by Subſcription, procured a Fire-Engine and 
ten Dozen of Buckets. The Engine- is made 
by Mr. Newſham, and coſt thirty eight 


Pounds. 
This ſo needful and neceſſary an Under- 


taking could not want of all due Encourage- 
ment. 

And laſtly, in the Year 1729. was erected 
a Meeting-Houſe for Proteſtant Diſſenters: 
It is a decent Edifice, capable of containing 
between three and four hundred People, 
built by a voluntary Contribution of the 
Hearers, together with ſome Aſſiſtance from 
their Friends abroad, the whole Charge a- 
mounting to upwards of four hundred Pounds. 
Mr. Jobn Wright, a wealthy and noted Corn- 
Merchant, and an Inhabitant of this Town, was 
a great Encourager of the Work, and a con- 
ſiderable Benefactor to the ſaid Place. His 
Death, which happen'd Nov. 6. 1730. was a 
great Loſs, and much lamented among that 
People. 

There was a Funeral Sermon preached by 
the Rev. Mr. Auther on the 15th of Nov, 
following, and afterwards publiſh'd and de- 


dicated to Mrs. Sarah Wright, the Widow of 


the Deceas'd, on Rev. xiv. 13; which Sermon 
being 
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being in Print, I refer my Reader thereto, 
for the general Character of the ſaid De- 
ceaſed, as is publiſhed therein. 

Thus, gentle Reader, I hope I have fulfil- 
led my Undertaking, in deſcribing this an- 
tient Town, and once more famous Abbey 
and Monaſtery ; in Omitting Nothing that I 
could poſſibly get, or obtain the Knowledge 
of, or that might materially conduce either 
to profit or pleaſure the Reader; which if it 
doth either, (I grudge not the Toil, Labour 
or Expence I have been at) I have the de- 
fired Effect of this my Pains and Trouble; 
and as I intended it for a general Hiſtory, 
I hope I ſhall obtain the ill Opinion of none, 
or be liable to any Cenſure from the Pariſh- 
ioners. 

I ſhall therefore conclude, thinking it high 
Time for me to put a Period thereto, leſt as 
the Abbies were complained of to grow ſo 
great, that they engroſſed a third Part of the 
Lands; ſo my Diſcourſe of this antient Town, 
and once famous Abbey, ſhould be condemned 
by the Reader for the tedious Prolixity thereof,

in which, if we conſider the Oreatneſi, we | 
can but admire the Neatneſs; if we but be- 


hold the Neatneſs, we ſhall wonder at the Im- 
menſeneſs; and, laſtty, if we count their 
Number, it will cauſe us Amazement, eſpeci- 
ally ſeeing many were founded in the Heptar- 
chy, (when this Kingdom was divided into 
ſeven Governments, under ſo many Kings 
or ſovereign Princes, ) in Confideration of 
the immenſe Riches theſe petty Princes were 
Maſters of, to erect ſuch Piles of Buildings 
which impoveriſh future Ages to repair them. 
Although ſome of theſe Fabricks were the 
Fruics of many Ages, yet moſt of them were 
began and compleated by one Founder alone; 
and as in thoſe Days Artificers were procured ' 
and Materials cheap, fo the Coin being ſcarce, 
a little Money contented the Workmen, and a 
lictle alſo bought much Ware, But here may 
be noted, with what Eagerneſs choſe great 
Works were purſued, which proceetied from 
blind Zeal ; for every Finger ated the Work of 
a Hand in Performance, when they thought 
Merit a Duty: Oh! with what good Will did 
they mount their Walls both Day and Night, 
falſely conceiving,that their Souls would aſcend. 
Heaven, when they took their Flight from 

the 
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the Top of a gteeple of their own Erection! 
Itis not to be doubted but theſe great Edifices 
and monaſtical Buildings were, by the great 
Privileges of their Sanctuaries (being Places 
of Safe-guard for Off Lives, at Places of 
Refuge of ſuch vaſt Fr ) endowed with 
extravagant Immunities, ſuch as #itlaffe, King 
of Mercia, ordained ; namely, that if any Officer 
did follow an Offender, of what nature ſoever, 
to fetch him out of that Liberty, he was to have 
his right Foot cut off Aﬀoniſhing l where a je- 
gal Proſecutor is made 2 Malefactor, and che 
Male factor an innocent Perſon! Such was che 
Power of a monkiſh Sanctuary, whereby their 
Houſes became the Sink and Center of abomin- 
able Sinners, and an Obſtruction both of Law, 
Equity, and Juſtice, Such Sanctuaries wert 
Grievances conſtantly complained of in Parlia 
ments, till Richard the II. firſt began. Henri the 
IV* and VII proceeded to regulate them as 
abuſed and ufurping ;and Hemy the VIIP ut: 
tecly aboliſhed them as uſeleſs and unlawful. 
Bur now the Buildings, ſuppoſed tobe built,

| The Chamberlain (Camerarius) who kept 
the Keys of the Treaſury, and iſſued out, and 
received in, all conſiderable Sums of Money, 
much like to the Chamberlain of London. 
The Cellarer (Cellarius) a Place of more 
Power and Profit; he bought in all Proviſions, 
and appointed the Allowances for the Monks; 
and in ſome Houſes he was Secundus Pater 
in Manaſterio, and had Buildings aſſigned for 
his Reſidence, and Lands for his Mainten- 
ance. They affected Gallantry, and to wear

To 

begin at the Reign of King Henry the third: In 

his Time all Abbots and Priors of Quality were 

ſummmoned. In the 490 of his Reign, no 

leſs than 64 Abbots, and 36 Priors (a jovi- 

al Crew) were voluntarily (having no Right) 

ſummoned to Parliament. But afterwards 

the Numbers ſummaned were uncertain; as 

in the 27 Edward IL. ſometimes 40. In the 

28 of the ſame King there were 75. In 

the firſt Year of Edward II. there were 56, 

and in the ſecond Year of his Reign there 

were ſummoned only 15. But Parliaments 

becoming more frequent, and thoſe held 

at London, ſome of the Priors, being old and 

crazy, cared not for a long Journey, ſome

But 
this Motion was daſhed by the King's inter- 
poſing . himſelf, | -contrary to the Character 
which the Jealous Clergy had conceived of 
him, that, coming to the Crown, he would 
be a great Enemy to the Church; for the 
King, to ſtrenghen himſelf with the conſider- 
able Power of the Clergy, proved a Patron 
and Champion to defend them. However, now 
the Axe is laid to the Root of the Abbies; yet 
this Stroke was ſo far from hurting the Body, 
that it ſcarce pierced the Bark thereof. Never- 
theleſs, a few Years after, in the 24 Year 
of Henry 5. another Thruſt was made at 
Engliſh. Abbies; but was put aſide by Henry 
Chichelſey Archbiſhop of Canterbury, (a skilful 
State-fencer.) -For when the former Bill againſt 
Abbies in full Parliament was received, the 
Archbiſhop minded King Henry of his un- 
doubted Title to- the Kingdom of France, 
Hereupon, being inflamed by his Prelate's Per- 
ſuaſions, and encouraged by a Churchman in 
the Lawfulneſs thereof, over goes King Henry 
into France with many brave Soldiers attend- 
ing him. So that putting the King upon ſeek- 
ing a new Crown, kept the Abbots Mitres 


upon their Heads; and tho the Monaſteries 


were tottering at this Time, they were, hy 
P 3 the 
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the Archbiſfop, fixed on their firm Founds- 
tions. 


Now to ptoceed to the Reiph of King 
Henry 8* till whoſe Days all the Abbies 
flouriſhed in their full Liberty and Glory, he 
being the firſt King that ſuppreſs d the firſt 
Priory. This Rink. for Reaſons beſt known 
to himſelf, ſingled out the Priory of Chrif- 
Church nigh Aldgate in Landon, and diſſol ved 
the ſame, and beſtowed it on Thomas Audley, 
Speaker in Parliament. This Convent was 
founded by Queen Marilua in the Year 1108. 
as Canons regular. It became ſo rich in 
Lands and Ornaments, that it paſſed all che 
Priories in London and Middleſex ; and the 
Prior thereof was always an Alderman of 
London of Portſoken Ward, and uſed to ride 
amongſt the reſt of the Aldermen. In the 
Year 1264 Enftathius, the 8 prior of this Con- 
vent (becauſe he himſelf cared not to meddle 


in temporal Matters) inſtituted one Theobald 


3 in his Place. 

They were moſt bountiful Wenden 
relieving all Comers and Goers, and got 
themſelves much Reputation for their Hoſ- 
pitality. Some conjecture, that the King 
diſſolved this Priory, to try the Peoples Affec- 
tions, how they reſented the — As for 
the Manner of the diſſolving it, tho' all

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lence, yet this was taken by Compoſition ; for 
the Prior was ſent for by the King, who com- 
mended him for his Hoſpitality, and alledg'd he 
was a Man worthy of greater Dignity ; where- 
upon Anno 153 1. the 23 of the King's Reign in 
Jul, he ſurrendred the ſame to the King's Uſe. 


Having given you an Account of diſſolving 
this - Great Convent, I ſhall next ſhew after 
what Manner the leſſer Monaſteries came 
to be beftowed on the King. 

In the 27 Henry 8. Anno 1539. a Moti- 
on was made in Parliament, that, to ſupport 
the King's State, and ſupply his Wants, all 
Religious Houſes might be conferred on the 
Crown, which were not able clearly to expend 
above Two Hundred Pounds a Year. This 
Propoſition found little Oppoſition in either 
of «the Houſes. I ſhall therefore give my 
Readers the Preamble to the Act, ſhewing 
fome Reaſons of the Diffolution and pious 
Uſes to which they were appointed. The 
Form is as followeth,

By this 30000). per Annum were 3 
to the Crown, beſides 10000. in Plate and 
Moveables ; though the King enjoyed it but 
a ſhort Time, as paſſing it away by Grant, 
Sale and Exchange to his Subjects. It is to be 
noted here, that, by paſling this AR, no fewer 
than three Hundred and ſeventy-fix Convents 
| were diſſolved at this Time; and there was 
not in the whole Dioceſe of Bangor any left 
ſanding, there being not one valued at ſe- 

venty Pounds per Amum.

This Catalogue is atteſted with the Autho- 
rity of Henry Stevens's Apology for Herodo- 
fus, taken from a Book containing the Vile- 
neſs diſcovered at the Viſitations of Mona- 
ſteries. And it was generally reported (tho' 
it is hoped improbably, and without Founda- 
tion) that the Abbots made Proviſion for 
their Luſts in the Leaſes, that their Tenants 
ſhould furniſh them with Fewel for their 
Wantonneſs. For a Reverend Divine, Mr. 
Stephen Marſhal, ſome Years paſt, hath given 
an Account, that he did ſee a Covenant in a 
Leaſe of the Abbey of Eſſex, where the Leſſee 
was injojned Yearly to er “ Unam cla-

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ram & lepidam puellam, ad purgandos 
* renes domini abbaris.” 

As for Inſtances of their private Incon- 
tinence, they are innumerable, and would, 
if relared, bring this Work into a far larger 
Bulk than I intended. What I have here re- 
lated, . it is preſumed, is ſufficient to cauſe 
the Ruin and Diſſolution of ſuch pretended 
Religious Houſes. 

I ſhall here ſpeak a little of Miracles, 
to which Monaſteries did much pretend. 
A Miracle is a Work performed by the 
Almighty Power of God, or ſome intelligent 
Agent, ſuperior to Man; any extraordinary 
and wonderful Effet, which is above the 
Power of Nature. But it is certain, the pre- 
tended Cauſes of the Romi/ſh Miracles are 
| * reduceable to theſe two Heads.

How much Forgery there is in the firſt 
of theſe, is generally known. So many Pieces 
are pretended to be preſerved of Chriſt's Croſs 
as would load a great Ship. Bur amongſt all 
of them, let me recommend to you the Croſs, 
faid to have been at the Priory of Benediftines 
at Bromebolme in Norfolk ; the Legend or fa- 


bulous Relation whereof is thus : Queen Hel- 
I en 
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en, they ſay, finding the Croſs of Chriſt at Feru- 
lem, divided it into nine Parts; one of theſe 
(moſt beſprinkled with Chriſt's Blood) ſhe 
made a little Croſs, and putting it into a Box, 
adorned with precious Stones, beſtowed it on 
| Conflantine her Son. This Relict was kept by 
his Succeffors, until Bulduyn, Emperor of 
Greer, ho was fortunate fo long as he car- 
ried it about him, bur, forgetting the fame, was 
fait in Battle. After whoſe death, Huph his 
Chaplain ſtole it away. By this Croſs thirty- 
nine dead Men are faid to be raiſed to Life, and 
nineteen blind Men reſtored to their Sight. 
Cbemmiſtus affirmeth, from the Mouth of a 
grave Author, that che Teeth of Saint Apolle- 
na, being conceived effectual to cure theTvoths . 
ach, the ignorant People uſed to procure one 
of her Teeth to carry about them. This be- 
ing told to King Edward VI he gave 
command, in Extirpation of Superſtition, 
that all her Teeth ſhould be brought in to a 
pudlick Officer, deputed for that Purpoſe, and 
they filled a Tun there with. Was her Sto- 
mach proportionable to her Teeth, our WAL. 
TEAM Market would ſcarce afford her a 
Meal's Meat. | 
The Engliſh Nuns at Lisbon did ai 
that de had both the Arms of bo- 
mas Becket, Archbiſhop of Canterbury; and 
yet Pope Paul the third, in à publick Bull, 
ſet down by Saunders, doth r'.couſly complain 
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of the Cruelty of King Henry the 8g for 


cauſing the Bones of Becket to be burnt, 


and the Aſhes, ſcattered. in-the Wind. The 
Solemnity whereof is recorded in our Chro- 
nicles; and how his Arms ſhould re that 
Bonfire, 1 18. to me incredible.

began in the Month of October 27 Henry 3. 


Notwithſtanding this general Diflolution

For the Engliſb Monks 
were bookiſh themſelves, and much inclined 
to hoard up Monuments of Learnipg; and 
many Books were brought from beyond the 
Seas, and here purchaſed, at dear Rates, the 
Preſs being then in its Infancy, and there 
being chen few printed Books, in compariſon 
of the many choice Manuſcripts. Nay, if 
they bad been tranſported bevond the Seas, 
and ſold to ſuch who knew their Valve, and

been Europe's Gain, and the Detriment leſs 
to Learning in general. But hear how fob 
Bale (in his Declaration upon Leland's Jour- 
nal Anno 1549) a Man ſufficiently averſe 
from the leaſt Shadow of Popery, hating all 
Monkery with a perfect Hatred, complain- 
ed hereof to King Edward 6h, Covet- 


© ouſneſs, ſaith he, was at that Time ſo buſy 


about private Commodity, that publick 
« Wealth in that moſt neceſſary, and of Re- 
« ſpe, was not any where regarded. A Num- 


ber of them, which purchaſed thoſe ſuperſti- 


* tious Manſions, reſerved of thoſe Library 


“ Books, ſome to ſerve their Jakes, ſome to 
« ſcour the Candleſticks, and ſome to rub 
« their Boots; ſome they ſold to the Grocers, 
« and Soap-Sellers, and ſome they ſent over- 


4 ſea to the Book-binders, not in ſmall Num- 


bers, but at Times, whole Ships full. Yea, 


„ the Univerſities of this Realm are not all 


4 clear in this deteſtable Fact. But curſed 


« 1s that Belly, which ſeeketh to be fed with ſo 
* ungodly Gains, and ſo deeply ſhameth his 
* natural Country. I know (ſays he) a 


Merchantman (which ſhall at this Time 


ing.” 


e be Nameleſs) that bought the Contents of 
* two noble Libraries for forty Shillings 
« Price; a Shame it is to be ſpoken ! This 


Stuff hath he occupied inſtead of gray Pa- 
. Per, by the Space of more 'than theſe ten 
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«Years, and yet he hath Store enough for 


„as many Years to come. A prodigious 


Example is this, and to be abhorred by all 
« Men, which loved their Nation, as they 
« ſhould do. Yea, what may bring our 
% Realm to more Shame and Rebuke, than 
© to have it noiſed abroad, that we are De- 
* ſpiſersof Learning? I ſhall judge this to be 
te true, and utter it with Heavineſs, that nei- 
« ther the Britains, under the Romans and 
« Saxons, nor yet the Engh/h People, under 
% the Danes and Normans, had ever ſuch 
« Damage of their learned Monuments, as 
«we have ſeen in our Time. Our Poſterity 
“ may well curſe this wicked Fact of our 
« Age, this unreaſonable Spoil of N 
“ moſt noble Antiquities.” 

What Soul can be ſo frozen, as not to 


melt into Sorrow hereat? What Heart, having 


the leaſt Spark of Ingenuity, is not hot at 
this Indignity offered to Literature? I deny 
not, but that in the Heap of Books there 
was much Rubbiſh, Legions of lying Le- 
gends, good for nothing but Fewel; the 
Peruſal of which would have cauſed the 
Loſs of much precious Time. I éconfeſs 
alſo, there were many Volumes full fraughc 


with - Superſtition, which notwithſtanding 


might be uſeful to learned Men; except any 
ry deny Apothecaries the Privilege of 
keeping 


to the Grave, And without Doubt ma 
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keeping Poiſon in their Shops, when they 
can make Antidotes of them. But beſides 
theſe, what beautiful Bibles, rare Fathers, 
ſubtle Schoolmen, uſeful Hiſtorians, antient, 
middle, modern? what painful Comments 
were amongſt them? What Monuments of 
Mathematicks, all maſſacred together? 
Every Book, with a Croſs, was condemned for 
Popiſh, with Circles for Conjuring. And it 
is certain, the Hiftory of former Times then 
and there received a dangerous Wound, 
whereof it halts at this Day, and without 
Hope of a perfect Cute, muſt go a Cripple 


good Bargains, of rather cheap Pennyworchs, 
were bought of Abbey Lands. 
Notwithſtanding all this, it muſt be ad- 
micted that King Henry the Eighth, out of 
the Revenues of the diſſolved Abbies, did 
many good and laudable Actions of Charity, 
Piety and -Juſtice. For he piouſly founded 
five Biſhopricks de novo. Namely, 1. Oxford. 
2. 'Briftol. 3. Peterborough. 4. Gloucefter. 5. 
Cheſter. Such as honour Prelacy, muſt ac- 
knowledge theſe new Foundations of the 
King's, for a worthy Work. He made alſo 


Deexs and Prebendaries, where he found 
Priors'and Monks: as, 1. Canterbury. 2. in- 
cbefter. 3. Ely. 4. Norwech. g. Worceſter. G. Ro- 
7. Dur e/me, alias Darhbam. 8. "Xx 
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He alſo charitably founded many Grammar 
Schools (of which there was great need in 
that Age in this Land, )as, at Camterbury, Coven- 
try, Morceſter Gc. allowing Salaries ſufficient 
to Maſters and Uſhers. 

He charitably beſtowed Gray Fryers, now 
called Chrift-Church,, and St. Bartholomew's 
Hoſpital in Loudon, on that City, for Relief 
of the Poor thereof January 13. 1546. 
which was afterwards confirmed by Ed- 
ward the 6. He alſo built and endowed 
Trinity and finiſhed King's College Chappel in 
Cambridge; and founded Profeſſors in Phyſick, 
Law and Divinity in both Univerſities. And, 
laſtly, he employed ſeveral learned Men, parti- 
cularly, Jobn Leland, a moſt learned Antiquary, 
to perambulate, and viſit the Ruins of all Abbies, 
and to write and record the Memorables 
therein; who performed the ſame with much 
Labour, and whoſe Brains being broken (as it 
is thought) with Weight of Work, be fell 
diſtracted, and ſo died. 
| Many other Acts this King did, in main- 
taining, out of both Univerſities, Youths 
of the moſt promiſing Pregnancies and Learn- 
ing, on great Coſts and Charges, in all For- 
eign Courts and Countries. Beſides, he paid 
annually large Sums to many Monks and 


Nuns during their Lives. And in the 38 
Vear of this King's Reign, the Parliament 
Q 4 ; pur 
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put the Lands of all Colleges, Chanteries 
and free Chapels in his Majeſty's full dil- 
poſition. - But to 5 rg * to the Reader

Death of Chriſt, and by deviſing and fanſy- 
ing vain Opinions of Purgatory and Maſſes 
ſatisfactory for the Dead. Wherefore that 
the ſaid Lands might be altered for better 

| Uſes, viz, erecting Grammar- Schools, Aug- 
mentation of Univerſities, and Proviſion for 
the Poor, the Parliament beſtowed them on 
the King, by his Council to diſpoſe of the 
ſame accordingly. 
I ſhall only add, that after the Dearh of 
this King Edward the 6h, as ſoon as Queen 
Mary began her Reign, ſhe” being a Princeſs 
more zealous (according to her Devotion) 
than politick, reſolved to reſtore certain diſ- 
ſolved Convents. In order thereunto ſhe called 
four of her principal Counſellors, namely the 
Marqueſs, of Vincbeſter, who was Lord Trea- 
ſurer, Sir Robert Rocheſter, Comptroller of her 
Houſe, Sir William Peter, Secretary, Sir 
Francis Inglefield, Maſter of the Wards; and 
by her Speech, acquainted them with her In- 
tentions. But, it being particular, cannot 
but think it worth the Reader's Attention to 
ſee her Oration, which 1 have here, for 
his Curioſity, tranſcribed. * 
*' « You are here of our Council, and we 
*« have willed you to be called to us, to the 
Intent ye might hear of me my Conſcience, 
lag * and the Reſolution of my Mind, cancern- 
cc ing

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ing the Lands and Poſſeſſions, as 
« well of Monaſteries, as other Churches 
« whatſoever, being now preſently in my 
« Poſſeſſion. Firſt, I dg, copfider that the

er and that by unlawful Means, ſuch as are

T my Conſcience doth not ſuffer me to detain

& for mine; but with all my Heart, freely

« dition, here Kh before God, I do ſurren- 
« der and relinquiſh the ſaid Lands and 
« Poſſeſſions, or Inheritances whatſoever; 


« and do renounce the ſame with this Mind 


and Purpoſe, that Order and Diſpoſition 


% thereof may be taken, as ſhall ſeem moſt 


cc liking - to our moſt Holy Lord the Pope, 
*« or elſe his Legate the Lord Cardinal, to 
6c the Honour of God, and Wealth of this 


« his Realm. 


« And albeit you may object to ine again, 
＋ that conſidering the State of my Kingdom, 
* the Dignity thereof, and my Crown Im- 
„ perial cannot be honourably maintained 
« and furniſhed without the Poſſeſſions afore- 


ſaid ; yet not ichſtanding! ſet more by the 


« Salvation 
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Salvation of my Saul than ten Kingdoms, 
“ And therefore the faid Poſſeſſions I uncrly 
« refuſe here to hold after that Sort and Title, 
© and give moſt hearty Thanks to Almighcy 
God, which hath given me an Huſband 
&*& likewiſe minded, with no leſs good AﬀeRion 
ein this Behalf, than I am myſelf.” Where- 
© fore 1, and command, that my 
* Chancellor (with whom I have conferred 
«* ty Mind in this Matter before) and you 
four to morrow do reſort together to tha F 
« moſt Reverend Lord Legate, and do ſigni- 
*fy to him che Premiſſes in my Name, and 
give your Attendance upon him for the 
* more full Declaration of the State of my 
« Kingdom, and of the aforeſaid Poſſeſſions, 
* according as you your ſelves do underſtand 
the Matter, and can n s. in * 
cc fame. 

2. * 3090 
purſuant to this Speech of the Queen's, gives 
this Account following of the re- erecting 
New Orders: Says he, Collegia nova am- 
i pliflims dote ſundantur.

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Convents of Benedictines, Carthuſians, Bri- 
gitteans, Dominicans,” Obſervants, and other 
Orders are rec edified by devout Perſons,” the 
Catholick Princes out hining all their Sub- 
Jects in this Kind of Piety. But after the 
eſtabliſhing and ſetting up of theſe ſeveral 
new Religious Orders, Queen Mary dying, 
Queen Eliahberb, her Siſter by "Henry 8 and 
Ama Bullen, coming to the Crown, in a 


mort Time after wardb, in the firſt Parlia- 


ment of her ſummoning, ſhe ſent her Writ 
ſummoning the Lords Priors and Abbots, 
and the reſt of her Barons to appear in her 
great Council, where they äppeared, and 
took their Places accordingly. But they had 


hardly ſet down on their Seats, but they 


were raifed up and diſſolved with all che reſt 
of the late reſtored Orders. But I go from 
the Purpoſe and grow tireſome to the Reader, 
my Intent being at firſt only to write the De- 
ſcription of 'Waltham Abbey : And what I 
have here ſet᷑ forth is ſufficient to ſhew my 
Reader the Diſſolution of Abbies: Therefore 
T ſhall only add, that the Reader may, by 
chis ſhort' Diſcourſe; obſerve and "underſtand 
how by God's':divine Providence, and the 
Depth of State Policy, firſt of all, the Au- 
choriry of the Pope here in England was 
Abrogared;-the Suptemacy of the Church in 
our — inveſted; Abbies and all ſuch like Re- 
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ligious Houſes ſubverted, Superſtition and J- 
dolatry rooted out and ſuppreſſed, and how 
this Kingdom was clear d from Papal Infection 
enlightened with the Sun-Shine of the Goſpel 
and the true Worſhip of the everliving 
God was eſtabliſhed : Which only true Wor- 
ſhip that it may continue in our Church 
unto the End of the World, let us all, with 
unanimous Conſent both of Heart and Voice, 


pray unto him, who is Truth itſelf, and the 
Author of all Unity, Peace and Concord.
